He 
serves on the National Board of Directors of the Classic Car Club of America, is the Chair of 
the Classification Committee, and is the Chief Judge for the CCCA National Annual Meeting. 
He is a member of the International Chief Judge Advisory Board involved with the standardizing 
of judging procedures. 

He has also been Chief Judge for the Santa Barbara Concours, the Palm Springs Concours, 
and last year served as Honorary Judge for the Las Vegas Concours. In 2020, John was part of 
the jury for the 21 Gun Salute Concours and Rally in India. This year will be his fourth year as 
Chief Judge for the San Marino Motor Classic.

Allan McCrary - Assistant Chief Judge, San Marino Motor Classic 

Allan McCrary has been a member of the Auburn Cord Duesenberg Club since 1974, 
serving on it’s Board of Directors, as President and is currently the National Chief Judge 
where he was instrumental in developing recently revised judging standards that focus 
on authenticity for the three marques. 

He is also a Classic Car Club of America (CCCA) Accredited Judge He is a member of 
the American Bugatti Club, the 356 Registry and the CCCA where he has participated in ten 
CARavans. Allan serves on the Advisory Board for the Serrano and Lincoln Hills Concours, is 
a consultant for the Academy of Art University Collection, and has assisted the Head Judge 
of the San Marino Motoring Classic for the last five years. 

He maintains a eclectic collection of automobiles covering a wide range of interests; 
Classics, Post War German and British Sports cars and American Luxury / Muscle. 

In addition, he holds a Sports Car Club of America Full Competition License. He isa 
retired pilot with three careers in aviation: as a Colonel in the United States Air Force, 
Branch Chief for the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, and as a Captain for 
Southwest Airlines. 


Tom J. Scheil - Chief Judge, Packards International, Grand Salon 

Tom has been an active member of the collectable car community since the early 1960's, 
having purchased his first antique car (a 1931 Chrysler rumble seat coupe) in 1962. Subse- 
quent purchases followed in the late 60’s and mid 70’s including a 1934 Packard Phaeton, 

a 1949 Packard sedan, and in the year 2000, a 1968 Rolls Royce. Tom personally restored his 
Packard Phaeton over a period of 11 years, finally completing this task in 1979. 

As a member of Packards International, Packards Automobile Classics, the Antique Auto- 
mobile Club of America, The Classic Car Club, the Chrysler Club, and the Rolls Royce Club, for 
many years, Tom has personally judged for these clubs over the years. 

Originally born in New Jersey and having lived there for 40 years, Tom was a member of 
the CCCA Metropolitan Region Classification Committee in the 70’s. After moving to south- 
ern California in 1979, he became an active member of the Southern California Region of 
CCCA, and also a member of their Classification Committee. 

Being very active in the Packards International Car Club since moving to California, Tom 
has held the Head Judge position for the last 8 years.

In 1897, the first electric taxis were running in New York City. By 1900, electric automobiles comprised about 
one-third of the cars being driven in Boston, Chicago, and New York. Sales of electric cars peaked in 1912, but 
during the 1920s they ceased to be commercially viable. 


This rare 1907 Columbia Park Surrey, formerly of the Henry Ford Museum, beautifully showcases the luxury of 
early electric cars in their prime. It is the only known Park Surrey extant and is in fully functioning condition. 
Since its restoration in 1990, it has seen only display use - but in its day it was ‘unequaled for all of the varied 
requirements of private carriage service.’ 


The comfort of their interior coupled with elliptical spring suspension and freedom from ‘all noise, odor and 
vibration’ made Columbia electric cars especially attractive. One could purchase a brand new 1907 Columbia 
Surrey for $1,500 - $1,700, and be provided with a full complement of tools as well. By comparison, gasoline cars 
would sell for about half of that price or less, contributing to the eventual demise of the electric car.

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1911 Rambler - Model 65

To most American enthusiasts, the name Rambler recalls Nash-Kelvinator’s adorable little jumping bean of a car 
from the early 1950s. The name actually hails from the most famous marque of the company that Charles Nash 
bought in 1919, the Thomas B. Jeffery Company of Kenosha, Wisconsin. Jeffery’s Rambler was a high-quality, 
upper-mid-priced automobile, of which numerous iterations were produced between 1902 and 1916. 


None of the Brass Era Ramblers were more scene-stealing than the Model 65, a large model of 1911 with a 45 hp, 
431 cu. in. four-cylinder engine on a 125-inch-wheelbase chassis, sold at an impressive cost of $3,050. A luxuriously 
appointed beast in Dark Brewster Green, it was a true king of the road that could challenge what were then the 
top models of Pierce and Packard in horsepower and scale.

1925 Rolls-Royce - Silver Ghost

The Hansen collection’s 1925 Rolls Royce Silver Ghost is one of the earliest left hand drive, built by Springfield | 
Rolls Royce. This Salamanca Permanent Town Car body was hand-crafted by Willoughby &amp; Co of Utica New 
York. Only 37 Salamanca’s, including both Permanent &amp; de Ville styles were created for the Springfield Silver 


Ghost. 

This Silver Ghost Rolls was formally owned by a famous Newspaper mogul in Australia, who purchased it, for the 

purpose of touring Europe, from the Swiss Museum of Transport. 
The Hansen collection purchased this car at Pebble Beach in 2014, and completed a frame up restoration. The ‘ 


exterior of the car is Black mirror finish with a red pinstripe. The interior has been beautifully recreated from the 
petit-point needlework on the rear seats, to the inlaid wood and gold plating around the mahogany bar.

1929 Duesenberg - Model J Murphy Body Butterfly Dual Cowl Phaeton 


Owners - Jeannie & Rob Hilarides, Visilia, Californina | 


Musical Composition - Tip Toe Through the Tulips 
Composer - Joseph Aloysius Burke 


This 1929 Model J Duesenberg Dual Cowl Sport Phaeton was originally owned by Wm. ‘Roxy’ Rothafels of 
New York theater impresario and entrepreneur. 


It has an all-aluminum body designed by Murphy Coach Works of Pasadena, CA, and is a unique one-off | 
prototype. Three more similar, but not identical, bodies were produced for owners in the early 1930s. 


What distinguishes this particular car is the complete absence of any outside door handles, hinges or other 
ornamentation. The result is an uninterrupted flow of the long graceful fender and body lines. 


The current owners recently purchased this car from the family of Charles Letts, who had owned the car | 
since 1954. | 
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1930 LaSalle - Fleetshire 


Owners - Jacqui & Paul Whitney, Westlake Village, California 
Musical Composition - Putting On The Ritz 
Composer - Irving Berlin 


In 1926, General Motors decided to introduce a companion car for Cadillac. GM believed there was a market for 
a stylish and affordable luxury car to be built to Cadillac’s quality standards. Harley Earl, a successful California 
based custom body designer was hired to develop the car. At the time, most mass produced cars were designed 
by engineering staffs with little consideration for style. But Earl’s design for the 1927 LaSalle was so successful 
that GM hired him to establish the Art and Colour Department. It had sole responsibility for body design for all 
GM cars. The LaSalle revolutionized the American automobile industry. No longer would engineers design car 
bodies. Instead, designers with artistic talent and training would. The era of the true Classic Car had begun. 


Out of 398 Fleetshire Phaetons produced in 1930, about 10 to 15 cars survive today. 


1930 Duesenberg - Model J Murphy Body Convertible Sedan 
Owners: Cary & Will Singleton, Santa Monica, California 
Musical Composition - Happy Days Are Here Again 
Composer - Milton Ager 


Among the most famous body styles produced for the Model J Duesenberg was the elegant convertible sedan by 
the Walter M. Murphy Company of Pasadena, California. Murphy was a great promoter of this design, variations 
of which were used on most all the great chassis of the Classic Era, perhaps because it was so well-suited to 

the sunny Golden State lifestyle. It was a beautifully proportioned work, with simple, classic lines, including the 
coachbuilder’s signature narrow Clear-Vision windshield frame. Duesenberg’s customers were very fond of the 
style, ordering some 45 examples before Murphy’s operations were shuttered in 1932. 


1932 Packard - Series 904 


Owner: Lehrman Collection, Palm Beach, Florida 
Musical Composition - Night & Day 
Composer - Cole Porter 


The vee-windshield Dietrich bodies were the most expensive offering available through a Packard dealer. 
Considered to represent the most elegant and iconic coachwork ever to grace the Individual Custom chassis, 
only a handful of these Sport Phaetons survive. 


This car is likely the first one of a series built between 1932 and 1933 and is one of only two existing on the 

904 chassis. It was delivered to its first owner in New York City in early 1932, just after the National Automobile 
Show held at the Grand Central Palace. From the early 1950s, it resided with the List family outside of Reno, 
Nevada until being acquired by Otis Chandler in the mid-1980s, and subsequently residing in several prominent 
collections. 


Having verified that it retains its original chassis, engine, and body, it was acquired by the Lehrman Collection in 


2015 and treated to a body-off restoration by marque expert Chris Charlton who restored it to concours condi- 
tion while preserving authentic detail.

The Chrysler CL Convertible Imperial LeBaron’s were the premier of the 1930’s Chrysler era. There are currently 
only six 1932 that are registered with the CCCA. This particular ‘32 Chrysler CL Convertible Sedan started its life 
in California in 1932. It was sold to a gentleman in Long Island, NY. in 1985. It resided there until 2017 when | pur- 
chased it and brought back to Calif. | began a 2 year extensive restoration on the car. Then in 20211 took it to the 
Pebble Beach Concours and won a class award with this 100pt. car. Since then, it has moved on to win two more 
“Best of Shows”. 


1932 Ford - Mattel Hot Wheels Prototype 
Owner: Rich Atwell, Fredricksburg, Texas 
Musical Composition - All of Me 
Composer - Gerald Marks and Seymour Simons 


This 1932 Ford Hot Rod was the prototype for the creation of one of Mattel Toys Hot Wheels cars. Built in the 
early 1950’s by famous hot rod builders, Les and Larry Woods, the car remains exactly as it was when the car’s 
transformation was completed. The hot rod is powered by a 401 Buick engine and has a Muncie 4 speed trans- 
mission and Hurst shifter. The interior was designed and installed by famed trimmer, Tony Nancy. The frame and 
suspension were built by Pete & Jakes. It has a Wellbaum radiator, and Stewart Warner gauges. 


This 1932 Ford Hot Rod has been featured on the cover of Hot Rod Magazine, and Street Rodder Magazine. 


1938 Packard - 12 Cylinder Brunn Body Town Car 


Owner: Melanie & Michael Harrah 
Musical Composition - Begin the Beguine 
Composer - Cole Porter 


Purchased new by Virginia Heckscher of Radnor, PA, a retractable roof was added by Herman Brunn. The Derham 
family contributed their consummate skills using the finest materials in further personalizing the car. The car re- 
mained in the Heckscher household for 25 years. From there it passed into two prestigious collections. Today the 
car resides in the private collection of Michael Harrah of Santa Ana, CA who is no less perceptive than previous 
owners in the preservation of the legacy of Brunn and Derham and the lost art of coach built Packards. This Town 
Car is, without a doubt, one of the best-documented custom coach built Packards in existence. 


1939 Packard - 12 Cylinder Brunn Body Touring Cabriolet 
Owner: Gary Carr, Pasadena, California 
Musical Composition - Deep Purple 
Composer - Peter DeRose 


The highly regarded Buffalo, New York, coachbuilding firm of Brunn and Company is best remembered for this 
Touring Cabriolet style offered by both Lincoln and Packard. Just 21 examples of this design were sold by Packard 
iN 1938 and 1939 combined, this example being one of just two delivered in 1939. Unique “roof lights” over the 
front windshield contribute to the special look. The car is finished in the original Brunn Ivory over Brunn Ruby 
and was sold new on Long Island. It carried a price tag of $8,350, the most expensive Packard of its day. The final 
year of Packard Twelve production was 1939 with only 446 units sold across all models. 
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1940 Packard - Bohman & Schwartz Body Victoria 


Owners: Michelle & Steven Snyder, Orange, California

The 1940 Packard Super 8 Convertible Victoria was custom bodied by Bohman and Schwartz of Pasadena, and 
sold new through Hollywood, California Packard Dealer W. H. Collins in September,1940. Everything on the body 
is custom save grill, hood and dashboard! The original owner was Tom Lyle Williams, founder of Maybelline 
cosmetics. Bill Snyder flew to Missouri in 1971, bought the un-restored car and drove it home to Orange County! 
After the 1994 restoration, it won “Packard award of Excellence” at Gilmore CCCA, won class at Meadowbrook, 
was shown at the Pebble Beach Concours d’Elegance, and achieved CCCA national first. 


1948 Tucker - Model 48 


Owner: Central Coasting Auto Stable, Creston, California 
Musical Composition - Buttons & Bows 
Composer - Written by Jay Livingston and lyrics by Ray Evans 


The Tucker Torpedo or Tucker 48 was the 1940s Car of the Future. Visionary inventor Preston Tucker risked 
everything when he saw his 1948 automobile as a vehicle for change. The car contained for its time many revo- 
lutionary features such as a padded dash board and doors, 4 speed preselect transmission and pop out safety 
glass windshield. 


The original cost of the car was $4,000. Tuckers have been selling at auction for as much as $2,915,000. Only 51 
were manufactured before the company faced with a Securities and Exhange Commission investigation filed for 
bankruptcy. 


The ill fated saga of the Tucker was memorialized in Francis Ford Coppola’s major motion picture, “Tucker” 


1950 Oldsmobile - Rocket 88 


Owner: Charles Michel, Lake Arrowhead, California 
Musical Composition - Goodnight Irene 
Composer - Huddie ‘Lead Belly’ Ledbetter 


For 1949, the Oldsmobile’s Futuramic wide-line body style, which appeared the previous year on the top-of- 
the-line 98, was extended across the model range. The design was Oldsmobile’s first post WWII design, with 
flow-through fenders crowned by high-set headlights. Of course, the big news was the new “Rocket” 88 OHV V-8 
engine, which displaced 303 cid and developed 135 hp. At the last minute a new 88 series was introduced, using 
the new V-8 in the small 70 Series body. The result was electrifying for the day, with O-60 mph in 12.2 seconds 
and a 19.9 second quarter mile. Clear plastic hood panels were an option, though not very practical. 


The 88 came as a club coupe, a fastback two-door club sedan, a four-door sedan, and a four-door station wagon. 


Early station wagons were partly wood, but were replaced by all-steel in the middle of 1949. There were more 
than a dozen colors and four two-tone choices. In 1950, an Oldsmobile 88 convertible paced the Indy 500.

one-year only design. The simplicity and beauty of the long body lines on this car captured the attention of the 

New York Society of Industrial Designers and the 1956 Lincoln Premiere was one of the first automobiles to win 

an award for “outstanding beauty in automotive design. 


1962 Mazda - T200

This 1962 Mazda 2 ton truck is the only known left hand drive Mazda T200 truck in the U.S. The 10 restoration 
was done by Mazda expert Glenn Roberts who resides in Arizona. The car in tow is a1964 Mazda R360 also 
restored by Mr. Roberts, and is a past class winner at San Marino CC. The R360 is the first production car for 
Mazda is powered by a 2 cylinder air cooled engine with 16 H.P. 


1990 Ferrari -— F40 


Owners: Suzanne & Rick Principe, Thousand Oaks, California 
Musical Composition - Wind Beneath My Wings 
Composer - Jeff Silobar and Larry Henley 


The Ferrari F40 is a mid-engine, rear-wheel drive sports car engineered by Nicola Materazzi with styling by 
Pininfarina. It was built from 1987 to 1992, with the LM and GTE race car versions continuing production until 
1994 and 1996 respectively. As the successor to the 288 GTO (also engineered by Materazzi), it was designed 

to celebrate Ferrari’s 40th anniversary and was the last Ferrari automobile personally approved by Enzo Ferrari. 
At the time it was Ferrari’s fastest, most powerful, and most expensive car for sale. 


The car debuted with a planned production total of 400 units and a factory suggested retail price of approxi- 
mately US$400,000. One of those that belonged to the Formula One driver Nigel Mansell was sold in 1990 for a 
record $1 million. A total of 1,315 cars were manufactured with 213 units destined for the United States. : 
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1996 Ferrari — F50

The Ferrari FSO is a mid-engine sports car manufactured by Italian automobile manufacturer Ferrari from 1995 
to 1997. Introduced in 1995, the car is a two-door, two seat targa top. The car is powered by a 4.7 L naturally aspirated 
Tipo F130B 60-valve V12 engine that was developed from the 3.5 L V12 used in the 1990 Ferrari 641 Formula One 
car. The car’s design is an evolution of the 1989 Ferrari Mythos concept car. 


Only a total of 349 cars were made with the last car rolling off the production line in July 1997. 


The FS0Q’s engine predated the car; it was used in the Ferrari 333 SP for the American IMSA GT Championship in 
1994, allowing it to become eligible for the stock engine World Sports Car category.

Dennis Brown 


Dennis Brown paints automobiles. Not just any automobiles though, but those that interest 
him most: antiques, classics, and racing cars. Dennis works in a variety of mediums, but 
the majority if his work starts out as an outline in pen and ink, followed by filling in with 
the transparent watercolor or acrylic. He likes layering deep, vivid colors with bright, hot 
highlights - the colors glistening so much the car looks freshly painted and still wet from 
the spray gun. 


His Approach to his subjects is as fresh as the look he gives them, displaying intense color 
and vitality. Dennis is a master at diminishing color values: the front of the car in perspective 
brighter and more defined than the part that’s in the background. 


Sometimes his cars are portrayed as a free-standing object of art but more often Dennis 
creates scenes in which he places the cars to give them additional life. Possibly because of 
his background and experience in magazine illustrations, the people in his paintings look 
as though they belong there. He does not paint people just to have more elements in this 
picture, they are there to add to the immediacy and presence of the picture. 


Dennis Brown’s award-winning work has been commissioned by major automotive companies 
worldwide and is represented in private and public collections in the United States, Europe, 
and Japan. 


Dennis is amember of the Automotive Fine Arts Society and won the AFAS award of excellence 
in 2004. He is also a member of the Los Angles Society of Illustrators anda contributing 
artist for Road and Track and other acclaimed publications. Dennis Says, “lI love the auto- 
mobile. | can think of no other form of transportation that has as much history or art associated 
with it. The automobile is always changing and always innovating. Enjoy.” 


John Frye 


John A. Frye has spent nearly his entire life obsessively drawing vehicles of any kind, honing 
his creative and artistic skills first at Central Oregon Community College and the Art 
Center College of design, and working for a variety of clients including Boeing, Hasbro, 
Activision, and Teague and is currently Principal Designer, Team Lead for Digital Modeling 
and Visualization at American Honda. He resides in South Pasadena with his wife Su Yan. 


Tom Garner 


Tom Garners’ focus is on car paintings. These paintings are “drive-by”, “drive-thru”, “drive-in” 
snapshot collages of LA. They are expressive of movement, time and recurrent memory; 
diaphanous and ephemeral space compressed into Shiny reflective surfaces. Thomas Garner 


was raised in SoCal and has had a love affair with our sun-drenched Car Culture since he 
was a kid. 


Thomas Garner studied fine arts at UCSD where Conceptual Art reigned supreme. Then he 
went to study at the Academy of Fine Arts in Venice where he learned Classical Venetian 
oil painting directly from the great Masters: Titian, Tintoretto, and Tiepolo. He ended up 
spending 24 years in Italy and worked in fashion as Graphic Designer and Creative Director 
for some of the biggest brands. He has applied his Venetian training to both his Classical 
and Urban paintings. He has exhibited his work widely from Milan to LA. He teaches Classical

oil painting at UCLA Extension and the Kline Academy. In his work, Photoshop is the 
cultural filter, a digital palimpsest that can leave residual traces of what came before, the 
layering of one image over another. Classical oil painting is all about glazing, scumbling 

and varnishing transparent layers so that what is underneath is never completely lost. The 
surface thus becomes rich, dense, and glassy with a great sense of depth. This Urban work 
tries to bridge these old and new technologies. 


These paintings are on denim as opposed to linen canvas because it is more appropriate to 
the urban subject matter. They are masked off at the edges and sometimes silhouetted to 
give the sense of something cutout or expropriated from reality. They are layered, glazed 
and varnished in the manner of classical painting for Classic Cars

With more than 18 years of experience as a studio designer at Toyota, Craig has worked on 
every aspect of automotive design from creation of high level design to real world production 
feasibility. Ranging from vehicle production exterior designs, to show car exterior and interior 
designs, to championship winning race car designs. 


In addition to a professional design career at Toyota, Craig has been designing a wide vari- 
ety of projects ranging from Nerf Blasters, to Tonka and Star Wars vehicles 


John Krsteski 


John Krsteski is an American automobile designer, automotive artist, and painter, who is 
the Chief Designer of Genesis, North America. Krsteski was born and raised in Detroit, 
Michigan. He studied transportation design at the College for Creative Studies in Detroit. 


While at CCS, Krsteski took painting classes as part of his design electives which helped 
in making him more expressive with cars and design. Upon graduation, he joined Johnson 
controls, where he worked on advanced automotive interiors at a time when the expec- 
tation for design graduates was to become exterior designers.[He described going into 
interior design as “An unusual step of focusing on his weakness.” 


“Coming out of school, | wasn’t too good at interiors,” he says. “At that time, students 
weren’t being trained for interiors, because the expectation was that you’d be an exterior 
designer. | had an opportunity with (supplier) Johnson Controls to do interiors. | thought it 
was fantastic. | could go there and learn more about the inside of the car.” 


Krsteski worked at Johnson controls for three years where he rose to become a design 
manager. He joined Hyundai Motor America in 2007 as a design manager,[2] where he 
remained for 13 years before joining Genesis Design, as a chief designer.[4][5] He started 
out with interiors and later transitioned to exterior design. During Krsteski’s time at 
Hyundai, he was responsible for several concept and production vehicles, such as the 
Hyundai Nuvis concept,[6] Curb Concept, HCD-14 concept,[2] Hyundai Sonata, and Hyundai 
Genesis.[7][8] He appeared on the MotoMan TV in 2011 ina mini documentary series about 
the design and development of the Hyundai Curb concept. 


Krsteski is also an instructor at the ArtCenter College of Design in Pasadena, where he 
teaches automobile design. 


Richard Lewis 


Richard has been doing automotive watercolor paintings for over 30 years. Richard was 
trained as an architect at the Southern California Institute of Architecture. He got his 


Bachelors of Architecture in 1989. When he got his degree, he had the opportunity to work 
for a structural engineer. Thinking it would be a good thing for an architect to know how 
and what it takes to make a building stand up he had the plan to work there for 4-5 years 
and then go back to architecture. Because of recessions, having twin boys and really starting 

to enjoy the challenge of engineering, 25 years have gone by and he will soon be taking 
over the company. Richard does mostly customs homes around Los Angeles which can be 
pretty dramatic and tricky to engineer. Being in earthquake country with many hillside sites 
makes for lots of interesting challenges. 


When he started the engineering firm he found he wanted to learn another skill. He chose 
to learn how to do watercolor paintings. The plan was to be able to do renderings for other 
architects when his work was slow. But, he picked cars because he always liked them. and 
thought they might be a better challenge. Computer drafting pretty much ended the 
market for doing renderings. So, Richard stuck to doing paintings of cars just to relax after 
dealing with architect, contractors and the building departments. 


Richard and his wife have fraternal twin boys which led to his “Fraternal Series” where one 
car is reflected on the other but the two cars have to be related. For Richard reflections are 
the most challenging and exciting thing to do. Richard now spends as much as 1000 hours 
spreads over 18 months on a single painting. Not the best business model but that is not 
why he paints. He does do the occasional non automotive painting to stretch his abilities. 
But he always hunts for some reflections in the subjects. Whether it is the eyes ina pony or 
the water on a lake. 


Richard has shown at numerous museums and art centers around the country. Currently he 
has four pieces on tour with “LUSTER: Realism and Hyperrealism in Contemporary Automobile 
and Motorcycle Painting”. Which is currently at The Art Museum of South Texas in Corpus 
Christi, Texas. His work has also been in a few magazines. 


His piece “Eye to Eye” was in the 2021 National Watercolor Society Members Exhibition. 
Richard ran the art displays at the Dana Point Concours D’elegance and the Greystone 
Concours D’elegance. 


Chris Maestas 


American Artist/Designer Chris Maestas (b.1984) has been interacting visually and phys- 
ically with the urban environment of Los Angeles since his day as a graffiti writer, skate- 
boarder, and automotive enthusiast starting in the early 2000s. Chris was deeply influ- 
enced by the transformation brought by the many different sub-cultural elements that Los 
Angeles underwent in the early 90s. He was particularly inspired by how the three-dimen- 
sional reality of the city was often dressed or transformed to express individuality based 
on influential subcultures. There was an urge to stand out. Over the years, this unique 
relationships of free-from styles of subcultures mixed with the mathematically accurate 
execution of design created the foundation for his original approach to paintings called 
Auto Graffica. 


Chris Maestas is a traditionally educated Senior Automotive Designer whose conceptu- 

al paintings are a visual representation of contours, line projections, and sections of a 
three-dimensional shape, which is an essential source of information in Industrial Design. 
Chris is compelled to visually express the combination of precision math and graffiti style, 
which creates the unique process and execution of Auto Graffica. This process of Con- 
temporary Art is done using the three-dimensional digital tools to create mathematically 
precise automotive models as a basis for the painting. It is this mathematical execution of 
NURBS (Non-uniform rational basis spline) modeling using basis splines (B-splines) that 

is then translated into a beautiful symphony of projected curves to create paintings using 
traditional graffiti tools such as spray paint, and 5mm “MOPS”.
